A St. Cloud charity had to die so rich men can play

a St. Cloud charity’s taxes jumping

hose were the days. 

Since 1988, St. Cloud’s Bingo 
Emporium was United Arts of 
Central Minnesota’s golden calf. 
The nonprofit, which operated the facil¬ 
ity with three other charities — including 
a battered women’s shelter — functioned 
as a sugar daddy, supplying cash to such 
causes as the St. Cloud Symphony Orchestra 
and Visual Arts Minnesota, which show¬ 
cases the creations of high school students. 

Retirees and twentysomethings flocked 
to the hall. Weekends were guaranteed sell¬ 
outs. The scene was more social gathering 
than gambling parlor. 

“Itwas a social evening with friends that 
was as cheap or even cheaper than going 
to the movies,” says former United Arts 
president Chris Shorba. “But the net profit 
was goingto charity.” 

In its heyday, the Emporium grossed in 
excess of $6 million annually between the 


four nonprofits. Each shouldered a state tax 
rate of less than 2 percent. Profits totaling $1 
million were funneled back into charities. 

But new competition in the form of 
casinos and Powerball would cut into the 
action. Then came the death blow. 

In 2012, the legislature looked to chari¬ 
table gaming to help bankroll construction 
of the new $1 billion Vikings stadium. The 
previous flat tax was replaced with a gradu¬ 
ating scale. The system started at 9 percent 
and increased in increments to 36 percent. 

“Essentially what happened for some of 
these charitable groups, they went from pay¬ 
ing 1.75 percent on gross receipts to 9 to 36 
percent after pay outs,” says Joel Michael of 
the MinnesotaHouse Research Department. 

In the case of the Bingo Emporium, 
80 cents of every dollar went to prizes. 
The remaining 20 percent of the pie was 
devoured by the higher state toll. 

Over a 10-month periodbeginningin 2014, 


Bingo Emporium’s net profit before taxes 
was $154,000. It paid the state $140,000, 
leaving $14,000 for charities. Prior to the 
stadium legislation, taxes would have been 
$ 68 , 000 . 

“The stadium tax basically put us into a 
loss position,” Shorba says. “Between that 
tax and our overhead, it chewed up all the 
profit.... Just think about if Target had to 
sell their product, subtract the costs of their 
product, regardless of their labor or their 


rent, and then they had to pay tax on that 
number. You’d put them out of business 
in six months.” 

The bingo hall was forced to close. 

“Here’s the thing: Building stadiums for 
billionaire owners doesn’t add economic 
value to the state,” says Shorba. “They 
took $70,000 that could’ve gone to St. 
Cloud charitable arts organizations and 
basically cash flowed to the new Vikings 
stadium.” -cory zurowski

Plywood & Propaganda 

At Menards, employees learn to become lobbyists for the billionaire owner 


Y ou want to trust your hardware 
store employee. Anyone pawn¬ 
ing instruments that can render 
a user’s hand into something 
resembling abstract art should have the 
customer’s full faith and credit. 

So shoppers in Stillwater might be com¬ 
forted to know that 46 percent of local 
Menards staff have taken the company’s 
In-Home Training (IHT) program. It’s 
an assuring phrase — until you realize 
the training makes them better at selling 
everything but hardware. 

The goal is to turn them into Masterforce 
belt sanders (only $88.11!) that can reduce 
government to sawdust. 

This was revealed by the website Gawker, 
which posted a cache of internal documents 
about Menards’ training program for man¬ 
agement-track employees. Stillwater’s 46 
percent is actually low compared to shops 
in Illinois, where one top-ranked store in 
Plainfield (98 percent participation) pre¬ 
sumably sells blueprints for constructing a 
trickle-down economy in your own home. 

As monsters go, Menards seems a shaggy- 
tailed bogeyman, a home improvement 
store whose lamely catchy jingle makes 
its commercials feel like they were filmed 
in the fall of 1994. 

In fact, the homespun chain belongs 
to John Menard Jr., the richest person in 
Wisconsin with a net worth north of $10 
billion. His training is presented as career 
advancement for staff. It’s actually a crash 
course in keeping people like John Menard 
as rich as society will allow. 

The documents appear to date back to 
the early part of this decade. The ideas are 
outdated by at least a century. 


The first in the four-part series stresses 
American history, from pre-colonial protest 
through the American Revolution. The 
Declaration of Independence and the U.S. 
Constitution, with all 27 amendments, are 
reprinted in their entirety. Maybe this is 
supposed to teach Menards staff just how 
boring their job will be. 

But the real “lesson” here comes in chap¬ 
ter four of the Menards bible. Employees

learn that laws are just things that get in 
the way of America achieving its inherent 
greatness. 

“Limited government and individual 
liberties are the foundation of American 
economic dominance,” reads the manual, 
issued to people whose principal job is 
to help customers pick out the right joint 
compound. 

“Private property is to be protected, not 
taken or taxed,” the document continues. 
Thaf s because “taxes always limit freedom,” 
though it’s hard to imagine what kind of 


freedom is being denied a guy who’s made 
$10 billion. 

The training is really a call to action, 
encouraging rank-and-file workers to take 
up arms against government interference. 
Call your congressman! Write a letter to 
the editor! Start blogging! 

And make sure to stay on message, 
which shouldn’t be too hard if you’ve 
already endured the brainwashing that 
came in the previous 170 pages. “Taxation, 
regulation, and legislation... make it more 
difficult for business to make a profit,” says 
one passage. 

What sort of regulation is Menards refer¬ 
ring to here? Consider the time in 1997 
when John Menard was caught dumping 
high-arsenic wood ash at his own house. He 
was fined $2 million. His only regret was 
living in a country that cared enough to 
stop him. A few years later, the Minnesota 
Attorney General sued Menard for trying 
to sell arsenic-flavored mulch for use at 
elementary school playgrounds. 

Hardware store tycoons aren’t usually 
known for writing extensive philosophical 
tracts. In this case, Menard didn’t. 

As it turns out, huge chunks of the In- 
Home Training were lifted from National 
Public Radio, About.com, the Wikipedia, 
org listing for “emissions trading,” and the 
esteemed economic historians at the Great 
Falls Tea Party Patriots. 

The most interestingpatriotic theft comes 
in chapter three of the documents, where 
the company rises in support of Speaker 
of the House Paul Ryan’s economic plans. 
Menards launches a defense of the “Path 
to Prosperity,” Ryan’s low-tax/kiss-Social- 
Security-goodbye agenda.

Here’s a major big-box corporation, one 
of the largest privately held companies in 
the country, force-feeding its employees 
the drivel of a guy whose “poverty” plan 
amounts to patting homeless people on the 
head.

“As a rule,” the training scheme says,

John Menard isn’t training anyone to 
be better at work. He’s training an army 
of droid lobbyists to do his bidding, even 
if that agenda — screw the environment, 
and hands off my billions — hurts the com¬ 
mon man, the kind of person who might 
actually shop at a Menards.

eff Parker’s legs churned. The Hartford Whal¬ 
ers forward from White Bear Lake skated 
the puck through center ice, then busted for 
the outside, attempting to go around Kevin 
Hatcher. 

The 230-pound Washington defenseman 

_ said no. 

by cory zurowski Hatcher angled Parker 
toward the boards, momentum 
carrying them until — BANG! — he slammed Parker’s 
head into a stanchion holding the glass above the boards. 
Parker’s green helmet smacked the ice, the second blow 
more violent than the first. 

Washington winger Dino Ciccarelli skated by as a 


trainer attended to the inert man. “Fuckin’ pussy,” read 
Ciccarelli’s lips. 

Parker doesn’t remember being carted off to the light 
applause of16,000 fans that night in 1991. Once his mind 
stopped flashing white, he was convinced he still played 
for Buffalo, his team the previous season. 

He returned to the Whalers lineup two weeks later, 
when Hartford faced the New Jersey Devils. 

“You get your bell rung, shake it off, and get back in 
as soon as you can,” he explains. “I was eager to get 
back on the ice.” 

For two-plus periods, “I was playing some good hockey, 
playing hard at both ends of the ice, you know, like a 
grinder,” Parker says. 


But a run-of-the-mill check from a Devils defense- 
man moving at half-speed caught Parker high. His mind 
flashed white. Appendages went numb. 

It was his second concussion in 15 days. 

He downplayed the damage for months, attempting 
to train in the offseason as if it were business as usual. 

Little brother John Parker remembers. Fresh off an 
NCAA championship at the University of Wisconsin, 
John was en route to the Calgary Flames’ training camp. 
He assumed Jeff would be headed for Hartford’s. 

I can’t, said Jeff. I’m done. 

John was floored. “I’m like, 'What do you mean you’re 
done?”’ 

“I can’t. I can’t do it,” Jeff replied. “I can’t work out. I

get these constant headaches. I’m losing 
my balance. I know something’s wrong 
with me, but I just can’t tell what it is.” 

He soon went missing. His brothers 
found out he was wandering the streets 
of St. Paul. 

“Jeff paid the ultimate price playing 
hockey,” says brother Scott. “He’s never 
been the same.” 

“I’M NOT ALL THERE” 

T wenty-five years have elapsed. On a 
spring day in northeast Minneapolis, 
52-year-old Jeff Parker arrives late for an 
interview. He chose the location, only a 
few blocks from his apartment, but he 
still went to another restaurant before 
realizing his error. 

“Forgettingstuff, not remembering doing 
something when I did it 15 minutes ago, 
it’s the kind of shit that happens a lot,” 
Jeff admits. 

His sense of smell is also shot. He fails 
to catch a whiff of the steaming vat of 
pad Thai in front of him. Light sensitiv¬ 
ity requires wearing sunglasses indoors. 
Headaches come daily. 

His equilibrium “is off all the time,” 
which is obvious when Jeff stands from 
the restaurant table. He uses both hands 
to brace himself, then slowly rises from 
his seat. One second. Two seconds. Every 
change in movement seems to demand a 
moment before embarking on the next. 

As a blast of sunshine meets him outside 
on the sidewalk, Parker walks as if each 
step requires thought. 

“You can tell when somebody’s not all 
there,” says Jeff, “and I’m not all there.” 
His brothers can attest to that. 

“You look at Jeff and his lips are blue 
and his face is red,” says Scott. “He’s elu¬ 
sive in conversation, always givingthese 
short answers. It kind of reminds me of 
a kid who’s autistic.”

Earlier this year, Jeff drove to John’s 
home in Wisconsin to watch his niece’s 
dance recital. He was there in body, but 
his spirit was AWOL. 

“All the noise, commotion, whatever, 
it’s like it’s too much,” says John. “After 
the recital, he went downstairs, got up 
the next morning, and left. That’s all we 
saw of him.” 

Scott thinks Jeff’s diagnosis is much 
more than fog on the brain: “Without a 
doubt, Jeff is a total CTE deal.” 

Think of atrophy marrying a bad wiring 
job. That’s CTE, a neurodegenerative brain 
disease that can be caused by repeated 
concussions or head trauma. Dizziness and 
headaches can deteriorate into memory 
loss, depression, and erratic behavior, then 
dementia and notions of suicide. 

IPs a phantom condition with symptoms 
relegated to suspicions. The only way it 
can be properly diagnosed is to test the 
victim’s brain tissue — after they’re dead. 

This leaves the living to be chronically 
misunderstood. “A guy battles depression,” 
says Scott, “can’t keep a job or stay in a 
relationship, and we think it’s because he 
can’t get his shit together, only to find out 
after he’s dead that he had CTE. 

“These guys are eating, walking around. 
They look normal. But I’m telling you 
because we’ve been so close to what’s 
gone on with our brother, these guys are 
suffering and they’re good at hiding it.” 

BEHIND THE SHIELD 
n it. That was the message from the 
National Hockey League. Its Concus¬ 
sion Working Group, which turns 20 years 
old next year, was one of the earliest head 



injuries programs in professional sports. 

The effort between league brass and the 
NHL Players Association was a trailblaz- 
ing creation in 1997. But the group would 
hibernate soon after its birth. 

For more than a decade, there were no 
press conferences about what was being 
studied, no announcements about what 
had been learned. 

Nobody paid much mind for one reason: 
American sports fans were transfixed with 
the NFL’s high-profile concussion crisis. 
Hockey was an afterthought. 

But the NHL knew the game was leaving 
players neurologically damaged. Between 
1997 and 2004, the group examined the 
link between concussions and brain prob¬ 
lems, but kept its 
suspicions quiet. 

Science from the 
outside world was 
more forthcoming. 

In 2002, former 
Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers lineman Mike 
Webster died at age 
50. His post-play¬ 
ing days had been a 
circuit of painkiller 
addiction and alco¬ 
holism, depression 
and dementia. An 
autopsy showed that CTE had taken him 
down. 

Webster’s downfall would become the 
template for a mounting lineup of similar 
tragedies. 

The symptoms are a collusion of every¬ 
day problems in relationships, employ¬ 
ment, and finances. Add in booze and/ 
or painkillers shoveled into increasingly 
failing bodies, plus a guerilla war in the 
mind that brings impulse control problems, 
depression, and memory loss. 

Webster’s brain changed everything.

“Up until this point, we knew about what 
we now call CTE in boxers for decades, 
datingback to the 1920s,” says Syd John¬ 
son, a Michigan Tech University bioethics 
professor. “Now we had athletes in other 
sports whose brains showed they too had 
the disease.” 

Like hockey players. 

Bob Probert, once the NHL’s most 
feared enforcer, amassed 3,000 career 
penalty minutes while suffering no less 
than a dozen concussions. Alcoholism 
chased Probert to the grave. He died of 
a heart attack in 2010, but he lived with 
a CTE-diseased brain. 

So did former Minnesota Wild enforcer 
Derek Boogaard, who died of a drug and 
alcohol overdose in 
2011. 

Despite the esca¬ 
lating evidence, the 
NHL concussion 
group wouldn’t stir 
to life until 14 years 
after conception. 

The study it 
conducted with 
the University of 
Calgary showed 
that between 1997 
and 2004, for every 
100 players, five to 
eight received concussions. 

The league introduced new concus¬ 
sion protocols in 2011. Players showing 
symptoms would be tested by doctors 
away from the ice, rather than leaving 
it to trainers. Targeted head hits would 
incur new penalties. 

The league had no choice but to 
acknowledge the problem. Months 
earlier, one of the NHL’s biggest stars, 
Pittsburgh’s Sydney Crosby, fell victim to 
post-concussion symptoms. They would 
ultimately sideline the former MVP for 
portions of two seasons. 

“Until this point... the NHL has known 
about the issue for quite a while, and it 
had reason to downplay the seriousness 
of concussions, which plays out like a sort

of denial,” says Michigan Tech’s Johnson. 
“But now everybody knows the cat is out 
of the bag.” 

Not quite. 

MINOR LEAGUE 
WITH MAJOR ISSUES 
ast May, NHL Commissioner Gary 
Bettman was still feigning denial 
over the link between head hits and brain 
damage. “From a medical standpoint,” 
he declared, “there is no evidence yet 
that one necessarily leads to the other.” 
(The league did not respond to repeated 
interview requests.) 

More than 100 former players say oth¬ 
erwise. They’re suing their old employer 
in federal court in St. Paul to prove it. 

The plaintiffs compose a hodgepodge 
roster. They run from Bernie Nicholls, 
who scored 475 goals over 17 years, to 
Darren Banks, whose career amounted to 
20 games with the Boston Bruins. Other 
plaintiffs include Minnesota hockey icons 
such as Reed Larson, and ex-North Stars 
like Brad Maxwell, Steve Payne, and Jack 
Carlson. 

They allege the league concealed the 
risks of concussions for years, leaving them 
with debilitating health problems. They’re 
seeking unspecified damages. 

Carlson, a Virginia, Minnesota native, 
is a State of Hockey folk hero, an NHL 
tough guy who incurred “six or seven 
concussions.” 

“There’s a reason guys are killing them¬ 
selves and a reason why they’re hurting 
physically and mentally from injuries 
when they played in the NHL,” he says. 
“And that’s what we’re saying. If there 
are medical issues, we want them to be 
taken care of.” 

Carlson hasn’t lost his lumberjack phy¬ 
sique, nor does he look like a man who’ll 
turn 62 in August. 

But depression scarred his post-NHL 
days. He survived on anxiety meds for

21 years. Two marriages were doomed 
from too many episodes where percolating 
anger turned into explosions over nothing. 

“I drank. I self-medicated. My anger 
issues were a progression, and for me they 
destroyed relationships,” Carlson says. “I 
was a great father, but a shitty husband.” 

While the NFL is making its concus¬ 
sion suit go away by paying more than 
20,000 retired players about $1 billion, 
the NHL doesn’t have anywhere near that 
kind of money. 

So it resorts to Bettman’s obfuscation 

— and spending millions trying to get the 
suit dismissed. 

BRIGHT LIGHTS, BIG CITY 
anhattan’s lights smiled upon Rudy 
Poeschek. 

He got paid to play hockey. He rubbed 
elbows with the likes of Donald Trump, 
and was befriended by Inside the Actors 
Studio host James Lipton, who introduced 
him around town “like I was the biggest 
star there,” says Poeschek. 

He was 22, a rookie defenseman for 
the New York Rangers. 

Poeschek played a rugged style of hockey 
that could teeter on recklessness. 

“As a kid, I never pictured myself doing 
all this fighting. I never thought I was going 
to be a tough guy,” he says. “I thought I’d 
make it as a regular defenseman.” 

He couldn’t. 

In his rookie season in 1988-89, Poe¬ 
schek collected seven fighting penalties 

— against Philadelphia alone. He suited 
up for 52 games, notching two assists and 
25 fights. A bloody nose or a fractured 
orbital socket was just a day on the job. 

“I didn’t mind taking [a punch] if I was 
giving one,” he says. “Fighting, it was kind 
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of a rush. You have 20,000 people cheering 
you on. I really didn’t like it, but in some 
ways you do like it.” 

His career spanned 14 years and 10 
concussions. 

“My mentality as a player was I’m going 
to be fine,” he says. 

But he wasn’t okay when he tangled 
with the Washington’s Craig Berube in 
1997. The fighters exchanged a succession 
of haymakers in a matter of seconds, each 
taking a half-dozen shots to the head. The 
brawl ended in a draw as they toppled to 
the ice as one entangled mass. 

“I think I remember the white light hap¬ 
pening twice in that fight,” says Poeschek, 
who estimates he fought 100 times in the 
NHL. “But you watch the video of that fight 
now, you can’t tell that I missed a beat.” 

Post-hockey life would prove a brawl of 
a different sort. Between 2002 and 2005, 
he was arrested seven times. 

He used bogus information to buy pre¬ 
scription painkillers. He drove his Lexus 
over lawns in Tampa, his five-year-old 
daughter in tow. 

Police would locate Poeschek 90 minutes 
later, hiding in a neighbor’s garage. They 
needed a taser to subdue him. 

Now 49, he looks back wishing “that’s 
not me.” He believes his behavior stemmed 
from his head injuries. 


He was arrested again two years ago, this 
time for shoving a woman after a traffic 
accident. Her sin: She wouldn’t settle the 
matter without calling the cops. 

He also lost his job. Poeschek fell asleep 
on the clock too many times for a mining 
company.

Sometimes, weather permitting, he’ll 
kill the house AC and open the windows, 
only to repeat the task minutes later. 

You know you just did that, his wife, 
Heather, will tell him. 

“But I couldn’t even remember doing 
it,” says Poeschek, “and that’s a scary 


thing for me.” 

He retired from hockey in 2001. Alcohol 
and painkillers discolored those first years. 
Whether they’re issues now, Poeschek’s 
not saying. 

The soonest he’ll see a neurologist is 
January. Canada’s socialized health care 
doesn’t do any favors for retired NHL 
players. In the meantime, he searches 
for work. 

“I definitely have to still work,” says 
Poeschek, who grossed about $3 million 
in his NHL career. “But you know, taxes, 
a divorce, it goes pretty fast.” 

FEELING MINNESOTA 

E ighty grand was the most Carlson 
ever made in a season. 

Three weeks after he first retired in 1987, 
he landed a gig as an airfreight salesman, 
a job he holds to this day. 

“I don’t want a check from the NHL for 
$28,000,” he says. “We’re not asking for 
money to live on an island. If guys have an 
issue and it relates to a concussion playing 
in the NHL, right now there’s nothing for 
them and that isn’t right.” 

Medical attention used to amount to 
ice packs and sutures. Bell-rung players 
silently endured white flashes, yet rarely 
missed more than a few shifts, abetted in 
no small way by accommodating trainers 


and pressure from coaches. 

“Now it’s if anyone dings their head, 
they’re right in the locker room, a doc¬ 
tor is right there,” he says. “The league 
has taken the decision-making away from 
coaches and trainers. That’s good. What’s 
not are them not being truthful about what 
they knew. 

“Trust me, there was a cover-up. The 
NHL knew the risks and kept it hush-hush. 
More stuff will come out. Just watch. And 
as it does, the league won’t have a foot to 
stand on.” 

In the meantime, fellow plaintiff Jeff 
Parker appears unsteady on two as he 
glacially makes his way on Central Avenue. 

It feels like a lifetime since he tore up 
the ice. 

Brother Scott Parker recounts how 
Michigan State coach Ron Mason once 
made Jeff skate 150 laps twice because 
he was late for practice. 

“I remember Jeff telling me how he 
thought his spine was goingto pop out of 
his back,” says Scott. “Jeff was strong like 
a workhorse. He busted his ass to get to 
the NHL. As a family we were so proud 
he’d made it. He was living his dream. It 
all ended with one injury and ever since, 
Jeff has been living life through a fog. 
One hit. That’s all it took and it’s like his 
wiring has been messed up ever since.”

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Nowadays, a $366 monthly check from 
the NHL supplements Jeff’s work as a 
bartender at Lonetti’s Lounge. He’s a 
reluctant MNsure enrollee. 

“A young man who leaves the game 
from injury, they don’t have to give him 
a million dollars, just take care of him,” 
says Jeff, whose career included a national 
title at Michigan State, 137 NHL games, 
and “six or seven concussions.” 

“I don’t know if I really want anything 
from this lawsuit,” 
he adds. “The 
security of just 
having health 
insurance, I think, 
is the number- 
one thing [the 
NHL] should do 
for someone who 
got hurt play¬ 
ing. When I hear 
how the NHL 
says head injuries 
don’t cause long¬ 
term stuff or it’s 
unknown that it gets worse over time, I 
say they’re wrong.” 

The league currently treads in a state of 
purgatory. Its outlawing of head hits “has 
not decreased” the number of concussions, 
Canadian researchers concluded in 2013. 

The number still floats between five 
and eight for every 100 games. 

“I’d say the league was 75 percent more 
violent when I played than it is now,” says 
Carlson. “Why have they cleaned it up? 
The NHL wanted to. I played when you 
could break someone’s nose, lose teeth, 
get your orbital socket crushed. That’s 
how you could get hurt. Fighting is so 
less important now. Every player is much 
more skilled.” 

Now the injuries are coming from 
“elbows to the head, jumping up to make 
a hit, and more stick work that’s catching 
guys up high.” 

According to Michigan Tech’s John¬ 
son, the unfolding science of head injuries 
enables wiggle room for the league, albeit 
temporary. 

“There’s nothing meaningful the NHL 
can do about concussions and CTE without 
radically changing the sport, like removing 
body checking,” Johnson says. “But we 
do know this: [Hockey] is a sport where 
your head gets banged around quite a lot. 
We’re now at the point the science is really 
clear that this is not good for your brain. 
We don’t know how many players will 
get long-term degenerative diseases, but 
we know there’s going to be a significant 
number of them.” 

Other signs show that the NHL’s recal¬ 
citrance exists on borrowed time. It’s a 
miscalculation that could prove costly. 

Mitchell Hamline law professor David 
Allen Larson notes a little-reported nug¬ 
get from the lawsuit. 

A lawyer representing the players filed a 


motion requesting that the NHL’s insurer, 
Chubb Corp., produce all league-related 
documents. 

According to Larson, there’s no way 
Chubb underwrote a policy without 
including an assessment of head injuries. 

“So you have to believe Chubb, given 
the potential huge liability, did a pretty 
detailed actuarial study of all kinds of pos¬ 
sible injuries, including traumatic brain 
injuries. If that happened, you got a really 
strong argument 
the league knew 
in very specific 
terms and didn’t 
do enough.” 

In other words, 
the players believe 
a smoking gun sits 
in Chubb’s files. 

Time is also the 
NHL’s enemy, Lar¬ 
son believes: “The 
longer the suit 
drags on, it raises 
the sympathy level 
for the players in the public, who start 
thinking more and more that these guys 
are going to suffer and why isn’t the league 
doing something about it.” 

POSTCARD FROM 
THE PRAIRIE 

n the second coldest day of her life, 
Joanne Boogaard lay fetal inside her 
Regina, Saskatchewan home, her heart 
frozen. 

She’d shut out the world 24 hours after 
learning the eldest of her four kids, Derek, 
had been found dead inside his Minne¬ 
apolis apartment. 

Joanne’s sister Rens pushed the phone 
on her despite instructions that she wished 
to speak to no one. 

There’s “a Gary Bettman” on the phone, 
said Rens. “He says he’d like to speak with 
you.” 

In 2005, Derek debuted as the Minne¬ 
sota Wild’s tough guy, becoming widely 
viewed as the baddest man in hockey. 

But the physical pounding and mul¬ 
tiple concussions would overtake him. 
By 2009, Boogaard was gobbling down 
eight OxyContin pills in a sitting. 

Now the most powerful person in hockey 
was waiting to tell Joanne how sorry he 
was for her loss. 

The last years of Derek’s life were the 
worst, says Joanne, whose family has filed 
a wrongful death lawsuit against the NHL. 
Her son was disappearing inside himself. 
Aside from the physical injuries, a mother’s 
intuition screamed something else was 
wrong. But what? 

“I always worried about Derek’s hands,” 
says Joanne. “They were a mess from 
fighting. I was worried he wouldn’t be 
able to use his fingers by the time he was 
40. Little did I know I should have been 
worried about his brain.” B3

Because guys and gals pass us greasy, drippy, 
spicy stuff through a window so we can 
inhale it on the street. As long as there is 
gasoline and fryer grease to fuel our desires, 
we will chase these four-wheeled kitchens. 

Presenting the best new (and newish) 
food trucks of the moment. Be swift. This 
an ever-changing scene. 

New Bohemia

Think of a critter, and New Bohemia has 


probably considered squeezing it into a 
casing. If that image is appealing to you, 
read on. At six storefront locations by the 
same name, “wurst and bier” (sorry, no 
bier on the truck) are the chain’s spe¬ 
cialties. 

They claim to have “the best sausage 
made on earth.” Whether or not that claim 
is true, we tip our hats to the quality of 
the meats, which they pledge to buy from 
small farms that don’t use hormones. 
Though just who is farming jackalope, 
antelope, rattlesnake, or alligator (all 
sausages available on the truck), we’re 
not sure. 

You can keep on the cautious side with 
beer brats and jalapeno and cheese dogs, 
or split the adventure-eater difference 
with a macaroni and cheese-stuffed dog. 
And of course, pair it with the hand-cut 
fries, dipped in one (or three) of the vari¬ 
ous sauces. 


Bark and the Bite

and is cooked to tender precision, but 
don’t fall victim to the toothless warn¬ 
ings of spice. This is “Minnesota spicy” 
at its gentlest. 

An enormous portion of chicken is just 
$10 and is easily shareable. (Skip the gloppy 
rice and beans and soggy coleslaw.) They 
have no online presence, so you’ll just 
have to watch for them in downtown 
Minneapolis at lunch hour on weekdays. 

Loud Mouth

The owners of Loud Mouth are hobby farm¬ 
ers who raise their own beef and locally 
source pork and salmon from family friends. 
This is farm-to-truck cuisine. 

The ethnically eclectic menu feels like 
a clearinghouse for All the Greatest Food 
Truck Hits (Thai chicken rice bowls, pork 
tacos, Cubanos), but curry udon noodles 
and a light coconut rice bowl are pleasant 
takes on the genre, if not the categorical 
best. It’s a bold move to put out a Thai rice 
bowl with World Street Kitchen’s famous 
and gold-standard red curry chicken just 
a plastic fork’s toss away. Still, shredded 
veggies and herbs are prepared with care, 
and pickled onions are a piquant and 
pleasant touch. This is uncomplicated 
but satisfying. 

We give them extra points for often 
intrepidly parking at the less populated 
Second Avenue and Seventh Street inter¬ 
section of downtown rather than the more 
hopping Second Avenue and Fifth Street 
stretch, where the owners say “everybody 
fights for a spot.” 

Wyn 65 

LYN65.COM 

Who doesn’t want fried chicken from a 
truck? Look for one of the longest lines and 
at the front of it you’ll find Wyn 65, Lyn 65’s 
Winnebago-style food truck. (Wyn 65, get 


it?) They serve all the Southern faves: fried 
chicken with yams, collards, mac and cheese. 

Fried chicken by its nature isn’t a fast 
food. The good news is that the wait is a 
worthy one here. A crisp cornmeal batter 
crust breaks to reveal the dewy flesh of 
brined bird within. 

Collards are equally delicious, simple 
and enlivened with hot sauce. Brussels 
sprouts are done Korean-style, with a 
sweet-hot, sticky, addictive sauce. 

Also consider the “Winnebago Sand¬ 
wich,” fried bologna (the unofficial sand¬ 
wich trend of the year) with housemade 
pepper bologna, pimento cheese, tangy 
mayo, and pickles on a squishy bun. 

Whole Sum Kitchen 

WHOLESUMKITCHEN.COM 
We don’t tend to get overly effusive about 
smoothies, seed bars, or gluten-free any¬ 
thing. But that was before we tried Whole 
Sum Kitchen’s smoothie bowls and fresh- 
press juices. 

Smoothies like mango and pineapple with 
gogi berries bring to mind nothing short 
of a “gimme another” treat. Fresh-pressed 
juices like pear, celery, mint, and kale are 
at once unusual, enticing, and virtuous. 

Watch also for their brick-and-mortar 
restaurant coming soon to the 50th and 
Lyndale neighborhood. 

Turbo Taco

If you are one of the few surviving human 
beings who still prefers your tacos with flour 
tortillas, Turbo Taco was made for you. 

Specializing in “Baja-style” tacos, 
they garnish theirs the gringo way with 
tomatoes, shredded iceberg, and a creamy 
“Turbo sauce.” We recommend the “crab 
cake popper,” stuffed with high-quality 
crab cakes and Jack cheese. 

We also recommend the fried avocado 


taco, a culinary wonder that few other 
taquerias are taking full advantage of. 
Voluptuous fingers of ripe avocado get a 
light tempura batter and a flash fry. Tucked 
into the tortilla with pico and cheese, it’s 
a vegetarian pleasure that will have your 
meat-loving friends getting taco envy. 

Just beware, the prices stray pretty far 
out of typical taco market pricing at $6 
to $8 each.

Sushi Fix is arguably the state’s best sushi 
restaurant, located out in tony Wayzata. 
Their decadent ways with raw fish and 
Japanese delicacies make it difficult to 
believe they got their start on a humble 
food truck. But they did. 

That truck got parked indefinitely as 
they focused on the wild success of the 
brick-and-mortar restaurant, but now it’s 
back! Kinda. 

The comeback is now dubbed Bibuta, 
offering sushi burritos, bowls, and salads. 
The labor-intensiveness of sushi made 
it a less than ideal food truck item, but 
they’ve solved that problem by wrap¬ 
ping the fish in more casual “burritos.” 
A colorful soy wrapper envelops sushi 
rice, which then envelops tuna, salmon, 
avocado, cuke, cilantro, sweet soy, and 
mayo. Or skip that and order a bowl, where 
a bombardment of tuna and fish occupies 
a raft of rice, garnished with pickled egg¬ 
plant and cucumber. 

If fish isn’t your thing, they have similar 
setups with pork belly, bulgogi, and gyudon 
(Japanese-style beef). And check out their 
GF Salad. Here that familiar moniker stands 
for “Guilt Free,” and involves pork belly. 
(Yeah, it also happens to be gluten-free.)

TRYLON MICROCINEMA 
Brimming with the lurid promise of 
gratuitous sex and excessive violence, 
grindhouse cinema reached an apex 
in the 1970s, as the cheaply produced 
but often wildly imaginative films 
offered a thrilling alternative to 
mainstream movies. One unlikely source 
for grindhouse fare emerged when 
Australian filmmakers, emboldened by 
tax incentives and a newly introduced 
R rating, set out to create their own 
distinctly Aussie works, producing a 
fascinating branch of the genre that 
has come to be known as Ozploitation. 

In tribute to these cultishly revered 
films, Trylon micocinema is hosting 
Ozploitation: 1970s Australian 
Grindhouse Masterpieces. The 
retrospective begins with what is 
arguably the most influential and 
enduring of all Ozploitation films, 
director George Miller’s classic tale 
of vehicular-infused vengeance in a 
post-apocalyptic wasteland, Mad Max 
(1979). Widely considered one of the 
most harrowing Australian films ever 
made, Wake in Fright (1971) concerns a 
schoolteacher from the city stranded in 
a remote outback community where the 
very notion of civility is met with derision.

The Shallows is the shark movie we never knew we needed

T he Shallows is a survivalist 
thriller. It’s also a shark movie. 
And in a moviegoing season so 
often defined by bloat, Jaume 
Collet-Serra’s blubber-free suspense film 
is a breath of fresh air — even as it has you 
holding your breath throughout. 

Blake Lively plays a wayward med 
student, a beach-blonde surfer chick 
whose secret paradise is also home to a 
goddamn leviathan — a CGI shark that’s 
a laser-focused killing machine. Nancy 
(Lively) is a would-be doctor on one of those 
loss-induced journeys of self-discovery 
that always lead floundering protagonists 
in over their heads. As she makes her way 
through a jungle in the wilds of Mexico to 
a gorgeous, tucked-away beach—the name 
of which otherwise friendly locals are loath 
to share with her, lest she go home and tell 
her friends about it — it’s clear she’s just 
checked a major item off her bucket list. 
This is comforting, as it may be her last. 


Nancy apologizes to her driver for her 
broken Spanish by saying “Sorry, I’m 
American,” but she’s no novice on the 
board. In tune with the land (and the 
crystal-clear water), the capable surfer 
was taught well by her dearly departed 
mother, who first visited this nameless 
getaway before Nancy was born. Collet- 
Serra shows off his lead’s heavenly body 
as she prepares to break the waves, then 
puts her through hell. 

It’s not a punitive, horror-movie hell, 
but rather a kind of trial by fire, like what 
Sandra Bullock endured in Gravity. When 
two fellow surfers give Nancy a rundown 
of the beach’s geography after she’s made 
her way a couple hundred yards out, it’s 
as though they’re describing a battlefield: 
Avoid the rocks over here, stay far from 
the fire coral over there and, whatever 
you do, be mindful of the strong current 
as you paddle out. Not long after they make 
their way back to shore, Nancy notices 
something strange and paddles over to 
it: a massive, floating whale carcass being 


picked at by all manner of aquatic life, 
including a giant fucking shark that quickly 
turns its attention to her. 

Nancy gets bitten; of course she does. 
The moment she’s pulled underwater — 
the tranquil blue instantly turning red 
with blood — is among the most indelible 
images of the year so far, the half-submerged 
camera bobbing in and out of the waves like 
something out of the commercial-fishing 
documentary Leviathan. The Shallows is 
primal and breathless, each of its 87 minutes 
packed to the gills with no-frills action; 
Jaws practically invented the blockbuster 
as a genre unto itself, and Collet-Serra’s 
film lives up to that legacy better than any 
other movie of its kind in the nearly 40 
years since. 

After finding refuge on a large rock 
that juts out of the water, Nancy tends 
to her wounds and begins planning her 
escape, her safe haven threatening to 
disappear with the high tide. She also talks 
to herself the way she would a patient, 
her bedside manner a sign that she’s not

ready to become chum just yet. Lively is 
exceptional in what amounts to a solo 
performance, anchoring the drama with 
grace and grit. As the color drains from 
her face, as she clings to a buoy — hell, as 
she befriends an injured bird and names it 
Steven Seagull — it becomes clearer than 
ever that she’s a fighter rather than shark 
fodder. Steven makes for an endearing 
sidekick, an emotional lifeline for our 
desperate heroine. 

The Shallows ultimately has more in 
common with The Grey’s brand of man- 
versus-nature survivalism than the more 
obvious reference point of Jaws. On the 
other hand, Lively spends much less time 
waxing existential than Liam Neeson’s 
wolf-fighter ever did. There’s little time 
for one-liners or philosophical musings 
when you’re busy suturing a leg wound 
with a pair of earrings. 03

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HEADING SOUTH 

South Pacific struggles with modern meanings

T he Guthrie Theater’s SouthPacific 
program notes make much of the 
fact that, when it premiered in 
1949, the Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein musical was bold in its unambiguous 
endorsement of two interracial romances. 
Certainly so, but the fact remains that it’s a 
show where the women of color who are 
involved in those two romances are in one 
case dead and in the other case near-mute, 
while the big anti-racism number goes to a 
white guy. In 2016, is this really the musical 
you want to stage as your marquee sum¬ 
mer attraction? 

The Guthrie decided yes, and so it is that 
the Wurtele Thrust stage carries us off to the 
seductive island of Bali Ha’i, where abamboo 
fantasy suite slides in from stage right to 
accommodate the illicit embrace of Ameri¬ 
can officer Joseph Cable (C J Eldred) and 
his Tonkinese lover, Liat (Manna Nichols). 

It’s World War II, and the Allied forces 
deployed against the Japanese include 
Ensign Nellie Forbush (Erin Mackey), 
who’s being swept off her feet by Emile de 
Becque (Edward Staudenmayer), a French 
planter with two half-Polynesian children 
he decides not to mention to Nellie until 
after he proposes marriage. 

Joseph Haj directs, the first time he’s 
done so with a production created spe¬ 
cifically for the Guthrie during his young 
tenure as artistic director. The show is warm 
and detailed, but feels cautious, and suffers 
from a lack of charisma where it’s most 
needed. The play shines in moments of

comic characterization, so much so that 
our attention keeps getting pulled away 
from the bland leads. 

There’s zero chemistry between the stiff 
Staudenmayer and Mackey, whose Nellie 
is the kind of charmingly awkward girl that 
all the nice boys in class have crushes on 
because she seems non-threatening. Eldred 
embodies Cable as a kind of Captain America 
(or in this case, Lieutenant): noble of vis¬ 
age, good of intention, and waxed of chest. 

Jimmy Kieffer is left to steal the show as 
horny, wisecracking seabee Luther Billis. 
In a production that’s well-stocked with 
limber and likable supporting actors, the 
upbeat ensemble numbers (precisely cho¬ 
reographed by Daniel Pelzig) are much 
more successful than the tender ballads. 

The musical’s most controversial char¬ 
acter from today’s standpoint is Bloody 
Mary, an enterprising local merchant. 
Played by the appealing Christine Toy 
Johnson, this Bloody Mary is much less 
broadly caricatured than most. It’s hard to 
jibe this sympathetic Bloody Mary, though, 
with the hard-bitten woman in straitened 
circumstances who needs to manipulate 
her daughter’s potential suitors. 

While there’s much that works in this 
SouthPacific, ultimately this production fails 
to capture the musical’s majestic sweep. It 
also won’t appease the show’s detractors, 
though not for lack of trying. S3

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SHE’S NEXT 

Sophia Eris rises out from Lizzo’s shadow for her debut solo album

S ophiaEris has put in overtime work¬ 
ing in the Twin Cities music scene. 

She’s been a master collaborator 
within her old groups, including the 
Chalice with Lizzo and Claire de Lune and 
the recently disbanded GRRRL PRTY with 
Lizzo and Manchita. She’s also the touring 
DJ/backup MC for Lizzo, Minnesota’s 
exploding hip-hop star who got inked to 
Atlantic Records in March. 

Now, eight years after she moved to 
Minneapolis from Dayton, Ohio, it’s time 
for Eris to fly on her own. Her debut solo 
record, the self-released Sophia Eris, will 
enter the world July 19 and be celebrated 
with a show at Icehouse in August. 

This album was a steady, drawn-out 
process for Eris. She worked alongside 
producer and longtime friend Prophis, 
whom she met while studying at the 
Institute of Production and Recording in 
Minneapolis. 

“I was taking my time. It was my baby,” 
Eris, 28, says of the record. “Prophis helped 
me capture the clearest moments of myself 
from the last three years.” 

Having just heard the finished tracks, Eris 
says she feels like a “brand new woman.” 

She didn’t always envision herself in 
front of the mic, though. Eris spent her 
childhood dancing alongto Jennifer Lopez 
and Janet Jackson music videos, but she 
didn’t have the “stereotypical voice of a 
singer.” 

“I was raised on Whitney and Mariah, 
and I was like, 'That’s singing,”’ she says. 
“I would write songs for my friends and I 
would be the rap part.” 

Inspired by the 2002 Taye Diggs-starring 
filmBrown Sugar, Eris wanted to be an A&R 
representative—the person who scouts out 
new talent for record labels. In the movie, 
Diggs discovers a rapper named Cavi played 
by Mos Def. That new dream, combined 
with a love of Prince, led Eris to IPR. 

“I always thought I would be the one 
who discovered someone, and I feel like 
I did that with Lizzo,” Eris says. “I was 
like, T want to find that person and help 
them change the world.’ But instead of 
her A&R, I’m her D J.” 


During her time studying music business 
at IPR, Eris came around to viewing herself 
as a musician, but there was one glaring 
thing holding her back: “It was so hard for 
me to get used to my voice,” she says. 

Determined to hone her voice, Eris sought 
guidance from her creative and emotional 
writing teacher — none other than Dessa. 

Ubiquitous Minnesota music names 
like Dessa, Doomtree, and Rhymesayers 
were foreign to the native Ohioan. Still, 
when Eris’ instructor introduced herself 
as a rapper, she was floored. She had never 
met another female rapper before. 

Eris took Dessa on as a mentor, staying 
after school to pick her brain about all things 
music. Dessa told Eris to put her nose into 
the comer of a wall and start talking, singing, 
rapping, whatever—to get used to her voice. 


On the last week of class, Eris teamed 
up fellow classmate Prophis to write and 
record her first single — “Rest Your Head 
Up,” which she gave to Dessa as a gift. “I 
was like, Just so you know, I made this 
song, and you were a huge influence,”’ Eris 
recalls telling Dessa. 

The strong, assertive voice heard on Eris’ 
debut LP was steadily built up from the 
foundation Dessa helped establish. 

“When you listen to 'Rest Your Head 
Up’ or even the Chalice, I’m a baby,” Eris 
says. “You can tell I’m soft and timid, less 
confident, really. As far as being solo, I 
needed to grow.” 

Through years of rising and grinding 
in the Chalice, GRRRL PRTY, and with 
Lizzo, Eris’ voice — both rapping and 
singing — is rock-solid and self-assured. 


She knows it’s time to stand on her own. 

“I’ve done all these different facets,” 
Eris says, rattling off past experiences 
with groups and singing backup, as well 
as toying with design and video. “I know 
exactly where to use what.” 

The slow and bouncing “Aaliyah,” the 
lead single off the eight-track Sophia Eris, is 
a namesake tribute to one of Eris’ favorite 
musicians, the late Aaliyah. 

“She makes me happy,” Eris says of the 
pop star who died tragically in 2001 at just 
22. “She’s a precedent to me in so many 
ways — how I carry myself, how I write.” 

On “Aaliyah,” Eris writes about forming 
genuine connections with her crew and 
embracing those closest to her. “As long 
as I’m staying true to everything going on 
in this song, I feel like I’m OK,” she says. 

Conveniently but not coincidentally, 
Prophis is influenced by rap production 
legend Timbaland, a frequent Aaliyah 
collaborator. Working with Prophis was 
the obvious choice for Eris. She calls his 
bedroom recording studio her “safe space.” 

Prophis says he aimed to make timeless 
new classics with Eris. “If we can bring 
back some of that good feeling in the music 
we grew up with, then that’s justice,” he 
says. 

There’s a hint hidden in the lyrics of 
“Aaliyah” that forecasts Eris’ next move: 
“Last winter will haunt me in my dreams.” 

Eris is a military baby, and the eight years 
spent in Minneapolis is the longest she 
has ever lived anywhere. Within the next 
year, she hopes to move to Los Angeles. 

“Minneapolis is the reason I am who 
I am,” she says. “This is the place to get 
your training wheels on, and I’m ready 
to take them off.” 

Not only has her best friend, business 
partner, and frequent collaborator Lizzo 
recently relocated to L.A., but Eris feels the 
warm climate is where her heart belongs. 
She purposefully chose beats for the new 
album that “felt like summer.” 

With her training wheels off and her 
solo career just beginning, does Eris plan 
to stick with Lizzo? 

“I never want to stop doing Lizzo stuff, 
especially now,” she says. “But at the same 
time, I don’t want to die as just Lizzo’s 
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Babe's Music Bar

MORRIS DAY AND THE TIME 

MINNESOTA ZOO, THURSDAY 6.30 
Morris Day and the Time performed at the 
Grammys in 2008 and, under the name the 
Original 7ven, released their first album 
in 21 years in 2011. Those years marked 
the beginning stage of the band’s second 
overall reunion. They 5 ve remained active 
during the 2010s, and the passing of Prince, 
who put together the band in the ’80s as an 
extension of his Warner Bros, contract, gave 
their 2016 special significance. Day’s swag- 
geringplayboy persona remains charming, 
and the other members are still relevant in 
their own right.

MARQUIS HILL BLACKTET 

DAKOTA JAZZ CLUB, THURSDAY 6.30 
Chicago trumpeter Marquis Hill is a ris¬ 
ing jazz star, combining cerebral, elegantly 
realized post-bop with piquant elements 
of hip-hop and 21st-century R&B and soul. 
Hill won the prestigious 2014 Thelonious 
Monk International Trumpet Competition. 
His prizes included a contract with Concord 
Records, which just released The Way We 
Play. Which is extremely well, the “we” 
being Hill’s well-seasoned Blacktet. Hill 
is an accomplished player who balances 
muscularity and finesse while launching 
lithe, imaginative improvs and incorporat¬ 
ing a certain broad, Chi-town swagger. He’s 
even drawn comparisons to Clifford Brown, 
Freddie Hubbard, and Donald Byrd. Prior 
Hill albums focused on originals, but TWWP 
is jazz standards rangingfrom Monk to Hor¬ 
ace Silver to “Polka Dots and Moonbeams,” 
albeit with smart, bristly new arrangements.

THE JAYHAWKS

This spring’s Paging Mr. Proust is the first 
Jayhawks album since prodigal co-founder 
Mark Olson’s return for 2011’s Mockingbird 
Time and subsequent re-departure.

I attention? I’m a straight single woman
